THE DEMOCRATS’ KILLING TIME

Wasurxaton, July 7.—[{Special.]—-The 
demerrats combined with the silver men won 
¢ victory in the senate today. ; . 

Shortly after that body met, Senator Morrill 
moved to take up the tariff bill. The demo- 
crats, however, objected. They have resolved to 
d-lay legisiation as much as possible, until the 
republican senators cauens ana decide what 
they are going to do with the force bill. The 
tariff biil is the tool the democrats are to use 
in killing the force measure. They are de- 
termined that the tariff bill shall never pass 
unless the republicans agree to throw aside the 
national election law bill. The republican 
geriators, on the other hand, wanted to hold the 
tariff" back tool be used in 
the silver Consequently six 
western vote with the 
democrats tariff bill went 
yer. However, are thatit will 
be taken np ina few days, for the silver con- 
ference agreed this afternoon favoring the 
coinage of 4.500.000 ounces of silver monthly, 
and striking out the bullion redemption fea- 
ture of the house bill. This will probably 
prove acc ptable to the silver men, and after 
silver is disposed ofgthey-will agree to con- 
sider tariff. Then, however, the demo- 
crats will open up a. long and stubborn fight on 
the tariff, in order to stave off consideration of 
the ferce bill. 

WHAT THE KEPUBLICANS WILL Do. 

Whai.the republican senators will do with 
the foreé bill will be decided in a caucus, prob- 
thé latter part . of this week. 

now none of the republi- 
can senators, save Chandler, will 
express an opinion. Of course, Chandler 
says it will pass. Among the democratic sen- 
ators many conflicting opinions are held. 
Some say the republican caucus will decide to 
pass the bill, and that the rules will be 
chanzed for this particular measure, and it 
will be railroaded through with almost as 
great speed as it -went through the house. 
Others are of the opinion that it will bo laid 
aside until the next session, while still 
others think the bill is now dead. Senator 
Colquitt is among the latter number. He 
thinks there are enough = republicans 
who oppose the bill Prevent 
its passage, ‘‘nnless,’”’ he Says, 
“they caucus on it and bind the 
opposition republicans to abide by the caucus 
decision.’”’ Any opinion now, however, is 
worthless. The republicans themselves don’t 
know what they are going to do about it, and 
wiil not know until the latter part of the week, 
whena caucus is held. In the meantime, 
Harrison, Reed and “Billy” Chandler are ex- 
erting all their powers to get the senators in 
line, and have the bill rushed through, without 
regard to the democrats, at once. 

RETALIATING ON REED. 

The democrats of the house are now retali- 
ating on Reed for his usurpation of power, and 
the manner in which he has ignored them the 
entire session. Indeed, the democrats are now 
on .the offensive, and are determined to give 
Recd some of his own medicine by objecting 
to all requests for unanimous consent. They 
are also determined to make the republicans 
stay here and attend to business. They will 
continue the tactics until the republicans show 
a disposition to yield in their tyrannical and un- 
justifiable disregard of the rights of the minor- 
ity. The democrats started their programme 
this merning, by having a callof the house to 
show a quorum present. When this was 
done, and a quorum __ secured, they 
objected to all unanimous consents 
and indeed worried Reed considerably. They 
will keep it up until Reed yields. 

THE BEHRING SEA. 

Trouble is brewing between the United 
States and England about the Behring sea 
seal tisheries. 

A conference between the two countries, as 
so Whether or not the United States owns the 
Behring sea, is now pending, orjin other words, 
it has been agreed to have a conference. 
Pending this agreement, a short while ago the 
treasury department ordered the American 
revenue cutter to capture and arrest any Brit- 
ish sealer caughtin Behring sea. The British 
‘government learning of these instructions, 
has ordered the Pacific squadron to Victoria 
With instructions to recapture any British 
sealer under arrest by the United States 
revenue cutter. With such instructions, 
it is evident, unless the president coun- 
termands the order to our. revenue 
boats, that the American flag will be 
tired upon by the British navy, and that 
would be quite a serious matter. However, it 
is quite probable that the order to our revenue 
Cuiier will be countermanded, as that part of 
the United States navy in the Pacific would 
not show up well in a fight. 

APPEASING THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 

It has now come out that Reed issued his 
order excluding liquors from the house restau- 
rant, in order to pacify the prohibitionists in 
his district, and have themin line when his 
convention meets. Succeeding in, this, the 

rder has.now become inoperative, and wine, 
Whisky and beer are flowingas freely as ever in 
the room under the house of representatives. 
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A QUESTION OF PRECEDENCE. 


Senators Pushing Their Measures Ahead of 
the Tariff Bill. 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—The conference report on 
the consular and diplomatic appropriations bil! 
was presented and agreed to. 

Mr. Morrill movea that the senate proeced to 
the consideration of the tariff bill. He said that 
after the tariff bill was taken up it could be laid 
aside informally unti! the twoshipping bills were 
Gisposed of. 

Mr. Harris asked the presiding officer whether 
the two shipping bills would not come up as “an- 
finished business” at 2 o’clock. 

The presiding officer (Mr. Ingalls) replied jn the 
affirmtive. 

Mr. Harris suggested to Mr. Morrill not tomake 
his motion till after 2 o'clock, but Mr. Morrill said 
he preferred to make it at the present time. ™ 

Mr. Gibson asked Mr. Frye whether he did not 
Propose to ask for consideration of the river and 
harbor bill today.

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DOMAIN 
rds Iorfeiting Lands by Not Carrying 
Out Their Contracts. 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—The speaker having 
dire¢ted the journal to be read, Mr. Rogers, of 
Arkansas, raised the point of order of no 
quorum present. The speaker counted ninety- 
one members, and on motion of Mr. McKinley, 
a call of the house was ordered. One hundred 
and sixty-seven memers—a quorum—having 
responce: to their names, thefournal of Thurs- 
day's proceedings. was read. 

Mr. Bland, of Missouri, -rising to a question 
of privilege, sent to the clerk’s desk and had 
read a press dispatch stating that he was ab- 
sent from the confereuce meeting on the silver 
bill on Saturday last. In order tnat he should 
not be placed in a false light, and appear to be 
neglecting his duty, he read a note which he 
had reeeived from Mr. Conger, chairman of 
the house conferees, stating there would not 
be a mecting of the conferenfes on’ Satufday. 

Mr. Dorsey, of Nebraska, moved to suspend 
and pass the concurrent resolution, requesting 
the president to return to the house the bill 
extending the time of payment to the pur- 
chase of land of the Omaha tribe of Indians in 
Nebraska. 

Mr. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, made the 
point of order that !1t was not in the power of 
the house, under the constitution, to recall the 
bill which had passed and been sent to the 
president. The bill wasin the hands of the 
president, and he could sign it, allow it to be- 
come a law without his approval, or veto it. 

The speaker declined to pass upon the con- 
stitutiona! question, leaving that to the house, 
but he overruled the point of order. 

Mr. Outhwaite, of Ohio, demanded a second, 
and the democrats, refusing to vote, left the 
house without a quorum. 

Mr. Dorsey thereupon withdrew his motion. 

The speaker submitted a dozen requests for 
leaves of absence. The leaves were granted. 

On motion of Mr. Payson, of Llinois, the 

house went into committee of the whole for 
the consideration of the senate bill to forfeit 
certain lands heretofore granted for the pur- 
poses of aiding in the construction of railroads, 
with a house substitute therefor. 
Mr. Payson explained that the bill im its gen- 
eral provisions, proposed to forfeit and restore 
to the public domain ‘all public lands, whereyer 
situated, which have been granted in aid 
of construction, where rialroads have not 
been completed at this time. There had been, 
he said, thirty-seven railroads aided by acts gf 
congress, Which had not been completed 
within the time fixed by congress. Twelve of 
these grants bad boen forfeited, comprising 
nearly 50,000,000 acres. That left twenty-five 
roads which had not been‘acted upon, and nine 
had been fully completed. That left sixteen 
railroads, which were now uncompleted, and 
the house substitute recommended the forfeit- 
ure of all lands lying opposite such portions of 
roads as were not now constructed. 
It was his opinion that no bill 
ee roader character than _ this 
could ever pass the seuate and become a law. 
A careful estimate was to the effect that the 
bill wouid restore 7,500,000 acres to the public 
domain. 

Mr. Oates, of Alabama, approved the bill be- 
cause it forfeited only lands situated along the 
unconstructed portion of roads. 

Mr. Stone, cf Missouri, took the position that 
forfeiture should be made of all lands which 
had not beén earned by railroads, at the time 
fixed in the granting acts for the completion of 
the roads. 

Pending debate the committee rose, and the 
house adjourned. 6 
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HAVE AGREED ON SILVER. 
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The Conferees Come to an Agreement on 
the Silver Bill. 

WasHIneton, July 7.—Conferees on the 
part of the two houses this afternoon reached 
an agreement on the points of difference in the 
silver bill. This result, which was hardly ex- 
pected to be reached so soon, was brought 
about in this way: After the first ineffectual 
conference last Thursday, the republican 
meinbers decided that an agreement could be 
more speedily’and satisfactorily reached by a 
party consultation rather than in a conference 
open to both politicdl parties. Accordingly 
Senators Sherman and Jones, and Repre- 
sentatives Conger and Walker entered wpon 
the task of drafting a compromise measure. 
They progressed So rapidly in this that the 
conference substitute was completed im all-es- 
sential points, save one, and sent to the printer 
yesterday. Theone point left open related to 
the amount of silver bullion to be purchased. 

SENATOR JONES GETS HI8 INCREASE, 

Messrs. Sherman, Conger and Walker 
thought that four million ounces monthly 
would be a fair compromise, but Senator Jones 
declared for four and a half million ounces. 
Such was the state of affairs this morning, when 
overtures were again made to Senator Jones to 
accept four and one-quarter million ounces. 
Western senaters Were in receipt of telegrams 
urging them to held out for the fall amount of 
four and one-half million ounces, and to insist 
upon a speedy disposition of the bill. So the 
overtures were rejected, and when a proposi- 
tion was made to take up the ‘tariff bill in the 
senate this afternoon, the silver men mani- 
fested their power to check the flow of party 
legislation unless their demands were met. 
Soon afterward the republican members of the 
conference were again called, together, the 
words “‘tive hundred thousand’’ were added 
to four million ounces contained in the printed 
conference substitue and the agreement was 
completed. 

THE REPORT READY. 

Senator Sherman spent a féw minttes in 

drafting a formal report to the. senate, and 


then notified the democratic members, Sena- 


tor Harris and Representative Bland, who 
happened to be in the senate chamber, that 
another conference was to be held, This time 
the conference committee was in session 
about halfanhour. The ment was for- 
mally ratified, although the democratic mem- 
bers refused te sign the report. 

Mr, Sherman presented the report to the 
senate this afternoon and gave notice that he 
would call it up for action tomorrow. As the 
report must be acted upon in the senate be- 
fore it can be considered in the house, Chair- 
man Conger, who will make the 
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sented to that body, but is disposed to +have 
speedy action. He is well pleased with the 
outcome of the conference, as, indeed, is 
every one cormeeted with it, except the demo- 
cratic members. se

ARCHER CONFESSES 


act 


And is Sentenced to Five Years in the 
Penitentiary. 

BALTIMORE, July 7.—Ex-State Treasurer 
Archer came into court to day, pleaded guilty 
to the charge of embezzlement of funds of the 
state and was sentenced to five years in the 
penitentiary. 

This sudden and expected ending of the 
case caused considerable commotion in all 
circles. The trial was set for tomorrow and 
a large number of witnesses had been sum- 
moned. Archer, however, decided 
stand trial but to plead guilty. Accompanied 
by his son-in-law, State Senator Benjamin 
Silver, Jr., he came into the city free from his 
house, near Belair, this morning, arriving at 
8:30 o’clock. After a consultation with his 
counsel it was decided -to gointo court im- 
mediately and the state’s officers were accord- 
ingly notified. Archer, in the court room, 
seemed bowed down by the realization of his 
terrible position. He looked extremely care- 
worn and haggard. When the indictment, 
charging embezzlement, was read, Mr.. Carter 
read a statement signed by Archer, pleading 
guilty and throwing himself upon the mercy 
of the court. The statement was in part: 

‘“‘T desire here, in the presence of this court, 
to acknowledge that I am guilty of the offense 
charged against me in the indictment, and 
also to confess that I have been guilty of a 
great sin against Almighty God; that 1 have 
proved false to a great trust committed to me 
by my native state; that I have deeply and 
cruelly wronged, not only those friends who, 
because of their great and undoubted confi- 
dence in py integrity, became sureties 
on my Official bonds, but. others also who 
have suffered pecuniarily because of that same 
confidence. The sorrow and misery which has 
been caused by my conduct is shared by many, 
but no blame for atry part of ft attaches to any 
one except myself. It is all mine and mine 
alone. No part of the state’s money or se- 
curities was ever used by mein gambling, 
stock speculation or for political purposes; 
nor have I at this time-one dollar of it left. I, 
therefore, submit myself to the good judg- 
ment and mercyof the court.”’ 

Immediately afterthe sentence Archer was 
driyen to the penitentiary. 

IN THE PENITENTIARY. 

Archer is now in the hospital of the peni- 
tentiary—a wreck, physically and mentally. 
He was so weak when le arrived at the prison 

rate, that he had to be assisted up the steps. 
Vhen the warden appeared, Archer roused 
himself, shook han ith him, and said; 

“T have come over here to obey the rules, 
and to do whatever I am told to do.”’ 

This was not the only remark he made. He 
was then registeredin the penitentiary 
and wasshaved by the prison barber. His 
long, wavy, grayish brown hair and beard 
were shorne off, and he was conducted 4o the 
bath reom. <A striped suit was given Lew in 

ylace of his citizens clothes, and Wartden 
Veyler read the prison rulesto him. Archer 
never said a word, but merely bowed his head 
in token that he heard what was said to him.

Aecemn ér Nicholls, of Louisiana, Vetoes the 
Lottery Bill. 

Baton Rovuce, July 7.—Governor Nichols 
this afternoon returned to the house the lot- 
tery bill without his approval. Subjoined is 
his veto: 

To the Honorable Speaker and Members of the 
House of Representatives—Gentlemen: I have 
had under consideration the bill which originated 
in the house of representatives, entitled “An act 
providing for the submission to the electors of the 
state for adoption or rejection an amendment to 
the constitution of the state by inserting therein 
an article on levees, schools, charities, pen- 
sions, drainage, lotteries and the _ gen- 
eral fund,” which I return to your 
honorable body without my approval and signa- 
ture,and withthe following as my objections 
thereto: In the message which 1 submitted to the 
general assembly at the opening of the present 
session, I referred at some length, and by antici- 

ation, to a measure which I felt satisfied would 
placed before it for consideration, and an at- 
tempt on the partof the lottery company to ex- 
tend or renew the charter. I assigned various 
reasons why a proposition looking to the legaliza- 
tion in any shape of a lottery should be instantly 
rejected, and why legalization at the time and in 
the manner and formdan which it would undoubt- 
edly be sought to be brought before it would be 
fraught with danger aud disaster. 

I warned the general assembly as to what, in 
my <r eg would be the inevitable result of such 
legisiation, not only upon the material welfare 
and prosperity of our aT but upon their 
social and political condition, and not only upon 
the honor and good name, but upon the place of 
the state. Iwas not in error as to the bringing 
forward ofa proposition for lottery privileges. 
The bill which has been submitted to me for exec- 
utive approval, and which I now return, evidences 
that fact andthe conclusions reached upon it 
up to the present time by the general assembly. It 
becomes now my duty to urge,by way of executive 
objection, what I have heretofore urged under act 
No. 71, of the constitution, by way of executive 
counsel, The taking up of that portion of the 
message alluded to, which had reference to the 
lottery question generally, I make a part of 
this, my present message, and the reasons 
therein brought forward against the favorable 
consideration of any lottery proposition are now 
a ge ari as direct objections made by me to the 

ill presented tome. My viewsas heretofore ex- 
pressed not only remain unchanged, but my con- 
viction has deepened and strengthened during the 
eession of the general assembly. [fin discus- 
sion of this lottery question, in my fir8t message,

I believe that every possible outstanding claim 
against the state, valid or invalid, now rated as 
safe, of payment by the state or otherwise, will be 
first depreciated, and whilst 80 depreciated skill- 
fully bought up, to be by subsequent judicious 
legislation recognized and provided for, either 
through a refunding operation or otherwise, and 
that the reduction on one side will be followed by 
an increase on the other. 

In other words I believe that at the end of 
twenty-five years we will nut only find constitu- 
tional bonds outstanding to the utmost limit of 
the funding law, but I believe there will be an ad- 
ditional iminense interest bearing debt, which by 
that time will have been acknowledged and pro- 
vided for as to interest, but not as to principal, 
and that in these twenty-five years vast amounts 
of interest will have been paid out unnecessarily, 
improper’y and illegally. 

In whose hands these interest bearing bonds 
will be found time will develop. At the end of 
twenty-five years there will be the same claim of 
the poverty of Louisiana and the same claim on 
its behalf for the continued existence of the 
lottery. So faras the claim for the necessity of 
the present measnre is sought to be predicated 
upon the assumed condition jof the poverty of 
Louisiana, I, as its governor, pronounce it totally 
without justification or warrant.Some other motive 
for this-measure must be found than that her peo- 
ple are unable honorably to carry out the duties of 
Statehood. Knowing this measure as I do, as one 
dishonoring and degrading Louisiana, it has met, 
as it will continue to meet,my most determined 
opposition.

THE KNIGHTS IN A WRECK. 


A Serious Accident on the Illinois Central 
tallroad. 


CuicaGco, July 7.—A Journal’s Kankakee, 
Iils., special says: The most serious wreck 
that the Illinois Central has experienced for 
several years occurred at Manteno, at 8 o’clock 
this morning. A special excursion train of 
fourteen cars, carrying 600 Knights of Pythias 
and ladies to the biennial supreme lodge, at 
Milwaukee, was derailed at a switch while en- 
tering the village at a speed of thirty- 
five miles an hour. The accident was 
caused by a _ loose switch bolt being 
taken out of its place by the passage of a train.

| THE OOPS ARE AT IT, 


STRIKE OF THE PYLICE OF LONDON, 
ENGLAND. 


THE CONSTABLES ROUGKLY HANDLED 


Large Crowds in Bow Street—Thé@ Prince of 
Wales Cheered as His Carriage Passes 
Through the Surging Masses. 


— 


Lonpon, July 7.—The agitation among the 
police force is increasinyy. A constable ate 
tached to Bow street station, who was trans 
ferred to another division, attenapted to make 
a@ farewell address to his comrades in the 
station house, but was ordered to desist by an 
inspector. A disorderly seene dollowed the 
giving of the order. The assembled constae 
bles ejected the inspector from the room 
in which they were gathered. He was then 
seized by some of the men and thrown over 
the balustrade and narrowly escaped being 
killed. While Inspector Hanson was parading 
a number of men in the yard a heavy 
spittoon was thrown at him from 
the window. The missle narrowly missed 
hitting him on the head. This afternoon, 
Chief of Police Bradford had a conference 
with the Bow street officials. He afterward 
summoned before him singly the men who 
had refused to do duty on Saturday, and in- 
stantly dismissed each of them from the force, _ 
The men of Bow street station house were in- 
dignant. They alleged that only a portion of 
the number of men who refused to do duty 
were dismissed. They all went to the street, 
and news of the dismissals spread rapidly. 
Polieemen in uniform and civilian clothing as- 
sembled, and special messages were telegraphed 
to all other police divisions. Delegates from 
other divisions reached Bow street later in the 
day, and it was declared by those present that 
a strike of the entire Metropolitan police force | 
would occur tonight. 

THE TELEGRAM TO MATTHEWS. 

The constables telegraphed to Home Secre- 
tary Matthews as follows: 

At a meeting on Saturday it was resolved that 
you be respectfully asked to reply today to the 
moderate demands of our petition. If this an- 
swer is in the affirmative a disastrous strike will 
be avoided. All the divisions await your reply, 
and trust that all the men who Jjave been sus- 
pended will be reinstated. 

This dispatch was signed by delegates from 
twenty-one divisions. It is stated that Sige 
Edward Bradford, the new chief of police, has 
adopted an unusual mode of procedure. Or- 
dinarily the reports of offenses against dis- 
cipline are submitted to the Scotland Yard 
authorities, and the men iinplicated appear 
when their cases are to be settled. 
But now, it is alleged, such cases 
are handied hastily,and the men are not 
given a fair opportunity to make explana- 
tions. The Scotland Yard people are making 
vigorous efforts to meet the emergency, but it 
looks asif nothing but an immediate reply 
from the home secretary will avert a most 
serions strike. 

The men, itis said, propose to follow the 
course pursued by the dock strikers. Leaders 
will goto their respective divisional stations 
at 9:15 p. m. When three-quarters of the 
night force have arrived, the men will form 
three deep and await the appearance of the 
menin the station houses. When the latter 
come out they will be called upon to 
join the movement. This course, it is expected, 
willindnce all who may be doubtful to cast 
their fortunes with the strikers, and the night 
men will then await the arrival of the morning..

Thecrowd becoming turbulent, 
mounted officers endeavored toclear a passa 
and were received with hoots and pelted with 
bags of flour, sticks, etc. In one intance the 
constables had to rescue a fellow officer, who 
was attacked by a crowd. At 9 o’clock the 
prince of Wales, escorted by life guards, ar- 
rived at the opera house. 

The crowd thickened and the turbulence 
continued until a late hour. A few persons 
were slightly injured. A majority of the 
police returned to duty as usual. The Strand 
and other thoroughfares were better policed 
than usual, owing to the drafting of men from 
the surburban divisions to meet an emergency. 
The prince and princess of Wales, and daugh- 
ter left the theater at 11:30 o’clock, and were

INDUSTRIAL TRAINING FOR NEGROES. 


Mr. Cogswell Introduces a Bill With » 
Novel Scheme. 


WASHINGTON, July 7.—Representative Cogs- 
well today, by request, introduced a bill ap- 
propriating $1,000,000 to establish an industrial 
training school and to provide land for the 
negroes, to be held under lease, with the 
privilege of subsequent purchase. The bill 
authorizes the president to appoint a comimit- 
tee of five persons, who shall pufchase 
ten square miles of good, arable land from any 
of the southern states, to be divided into 160 
acre lots, for the settlement by negroes, whe 
shall be required to pay the government an 
annual rental of five bales of cotton for the use 
ofthe land. A _ certain amount of the land 
purchased shall be set apart for school pur- 
pases, and buildings aud téachers are provided 
for, and the children of all tenants residing 
on such public doman, shall be required te 
attend.

Set Afloat Regarding the Alaskan Fish- 
eries Question. . 

WASHINGTON, July 7.—For some time past 
there have been publication (as, in fact, there 
have been every summer for the last several 
years) intimating more or less directly that 
there isa strong probability of serious trouble 
between the United States and Great Brittain 
over the Behring sea sealery question. No 
alarm is felt here over these reports, and the 
latest, which was published in an afternoon 
paper inthiscity today, was this evening 
oflicially denied by Sir Julian Pauncefote, 
British minister. The publication said: 

Negotiations between the state department and 
fritish minister, concerning the Behring sea 
troubles, are oif for the present. Negotiations 
Se ae oe fayorably upon a proposition be 
Sir Julian for a temporary agreement for the 
protection of seal during the breeding season, but 
the publeation ef the instructions of the treasury 
department to revenue Cutters to capture poach- 
ing Canaglian sealers, caused Sir Jwian, under 
InstructiokWs fromthe foreigm oftice,to break off the 
negotiation AI tis understood that he informed the 
secretary of state that he was irmstrueted to say 
that if any Canadian sealers were captured, they 
would be released by force, if necessary, In this 
Situation the matter now rests. | 

jt was afso stated, that before Mr. Blaine left 
the city, Sirj Julian Pauncefote officially noti- 
fied him that ifany vessel sailing under the flag 
of Great Britain should be seized in Alaskan wa- 
ters by the United States revenue cutters, the en- 
tire British squadron would be instructed to re- 
take the prize atany cost. 

When an Associated Press reporter this 
evening called the attention of Sir Julian 
Pauncefote to these alarngng reports, he said: 

“T have made no cofmmunication of the 
kind to Mr. Blaine. Thé@re is no doubt that 
our vessels in the Northe@m Pacific are there 
to protect the British flag Mnd our sealers, but 
we have not broken of ne- 
gotiations, and there is no reason 
to expect a disturbance of the friendly 
relations existing between the two govern- 
ments. On the contrary, Mr. Blaine has been 
obliged to leave for Bar Harbor, as I under- 
stand, for the benetit of his health, and has 
expresset himse!f as willing to continue the 
negotiations, and Lam about to go the neigh- 
borhood of Manchester by the Sea, which is 
within easy access of Bar Harbor, and, as at 
present arranged, I shail continue from there 
the negotiations with Mr. Blaine.”’ 

Sir Julian said he was not aware of what in- 
structions had been given to the British fleet 
or American revenue cutters, but he thought it 
very unlikely that during the friendly negotia- 
tions anything would occur on one side or the 
other likely to provoke any disturbance of the 
cordial relations which happily continue be- 
tween the two countries. “‘But,’’ he said, “‘the 
great point is that negotiations have not been 
broken off, and that these alarinist reports, 
which really do much harm, are not correct.”’ 


THE AUSTRALIAN TICHBORNE. 


Assortions Made That the Real Claimant 
Has at Last Been Found. 

LONDON, July 7.—J. Henniken Heaton, who goes 
to Carlsbad on account of ill health brought on by 
overwork, has given further details concerning 
the letter received from Australia anent the new 
Tichborne claimant. He says that it is his belief 
that the Tichborne family—that is, the present 
holders of the title and estate—almost prefer not 
going nore deeply into the _ subject, 
as of course the trial’ would = cost 
a very large eum of money, and the last trial well- 
nigh ruined them. He also says that even suppos- 
ing the new Australian claimant should return to 
England he would have absolutely no claim to the 
title and estates; because the present holder, Sir 
Henry, and his family, is protected by an act of 
parliament which was passed in order to enable 
the administrators of the estate to pay off the 
many dcbts resulting from the great litigation. - 

There is very little doubt that the Australian is 
the real Sir Roger. A curious factis that the man 
named as “The Claimant” was well acquainted 
with the Australian and had been many years in 
his-society, aud Mr, Heaton does not doubt that 
it was from him that ‘‘The Claimant” obtained his 
marvelous knowledge of the history of the Tich- 
borne family. He had even gone so Jar as to 
study and be abie to reproduce the real 
man’s handwriting. It is also probable, 
Heaton says, that *The Claimant” reproduced on 
his own person the birth and other marks which 
appear on the real man’s body. Heaton vouches 
for the respectability of the people who have 
communicated to him the remarkable informa- 
tidn contained in the telegrain and letter from 
Australia, and, while he himself desires to keep 
out of the matter perzonaliy, he has little doubt of 
the truth of the stery as told by the present 
Australian -claimant, who for many. years 
has beeu treated as the lunatic brother of his 
jailer.

TWENTY-EIGHT CASES 


WERE DECIDED IN THE SUPREME 
COURT YESTERDAY. 


Dissenting Judges in Several Cases—The Su- 
perior Court Upheld in the Sleeping Car 
Cases—The Savannah Circuit Changed. 


,. The supreme court of Georgia met yester- 
day afternoon, and rendered decisions in 
twenty-eight cases, after which an adjourn- 
ment to the 28th instant was announced. 

In the meantime, the judges will continue 
their labors in the preparation of decisions for 
delivery, andit is thought that when court 
meets on the 28th, all the remaining cases on 
hand, some twenty odd, will be decided. 

The Woolfolk case is one of the number 
held up. The testimony alone in that case 
covers about 1,200 printed pages. 

DISSENTING JUDGES. 

On yesterday, for the first time since the 
personnel of the bench has béen constituted 
as it is at present, dissent was announced from 
the judgment of the court. In one of these 
cases the dissent was upon an important ques- 
tion in railroad law, and the dissenting mem- 
ber was Justice Simmons. The decision of tle 
court, which was delivered by Justice Bland- 
ford, was against the Central railroad, and in 
favor of Martha Denson, whose husband, a deaf 
man, had been killed, while walking on 
the track near Macon, the engine running up 
on him from behind, without any blowing of 
the whistle, ringing of the bell, or checking of 
speed until it was too late to stop. 

The majority of the court hold that, not- 
withstanding the party injured might, by the 
use Of ordinary care, have avoided the con- 
sequences of the railroad company’s negligence 
to himself, yet where the negligence was so 
gross as to amount to wanton and wilful 
negligence on the part of the railroad com- 


‘pany, the want of ordinary care on his part 


would be no bar to recovery. 

Judge Simmons also dissented from the 
judgment of the courtin Dotterer vs. Bowe, 
and the county of Chatham, in which case it 
was held thatthe county was not subject to 
garnishment for money due acontractor for 
work done by him for the county. 

Justice Blandford dissented inthe case of 
Smith, Barry & Co., vs. Davis Bros., from the 
Atlanta circnit, in which the judgment of the 
court below was affirmed, the court holding 
that the act of 1889, which amends the section 
of the code detining the time for making ap- 
plications for new trials, does not apply to 
cases pending and untried when the act was 
passed, . 

The other Atlanta case decided yesterday 
was Hamilton vs. Georgia Pacific Railway 
company, in which the writ of error was dis- 
missed. , 

SLEEPING CAR TAXATION. 

The last legislature imposed a tax, called a 
license, upon “every railroad company that 
pulls over its road sleeping cars of any person 
or corporation, upon which taxes are not 
paid,”’ ete., ‘for pulling such cars in each of 
the years 1889 and 1890,” and enacted that if 
any railroad company should fail to pay the 
license therein provided for ‘‘on or before the 
ist of October in each year,’’ the comptroller 
general should issue execution against 
such defaulting company. This act, 
which imposed the duty of paying the tax on or 
before the Ist of October, did not become a 
law until November 12th, 1889, that -being the 
date of the governor’s approval. On the 16th 
of December the comptroller general issued 
an execution against the Central Railroad and 
Banking company for taxes of this kind for 
the year 1889. The supreme court holds that 
the judge of the superior court was right in 
restraining the collection of the tax under 
this execution for the year 1889; that whether 
the tax be valid or invalid, it is not collecta- 
ble by execution, in whole orin part, before 
the ist of October next after the passage of 
the act. 

ORDER OF CIRCUITS CHANGED. 

Savannah lawyers have been anxious to have 
their cireuit assigned a place near the be- 
ginning of the docket, and the court has 
yielded to their desire by transferring the east- 
ern circuit from the last place in the order of 
circuits to the fifth, the circuits which precede 
it being the Atlanta, Stone Mountain, Middle 
and Augusta, in the order named.

TO MISSISSIPPI 


MANY MISSISSIPPI - MERCHANT 


Have Accepted the Invitation of 
the Chamber of Commerce, 


AND'WILL REACH ATLANTA TODAY, 


How They Will be Received and 
Entertained. 


Today the Piedmont region shakes hands 
with the cotton belt, and Georgia is at home te 
Mississippi. 

This is the way Atlanta would have it, and 
this is the way it will be. What other hands 
shakings with our sister states the chamber of 
commerce has provided, it is not yet time ta 
tell; but for today it is enough that Mississipp& 
is with us. 

A large party of Mississippians will arrive 
in Atlanta this morning, at 11:30 o'clock, im 
charge of the officials of the Georgia Pacifie 
railroad. The train has three coaches and 
four Pullman cars to accommodate a party of 
about two hundred and fifty. 

They come as the guestsof the Atlanta 
chamber of “commerce, and will spend two 
days here. 

They will be received by a committee and 
driven over the city. 

Refreshments will be served at the Kimbalt 
house in the evening, and speeches will be 
made by Mayor Glenn, Captain E. P. Howell, 
Mr. Hoke Smith, Colonel G. W. Adair and 
Governor Gordon. The speeches, with the exe 
ception of Governor Gordon’s, will be limited 
to ten minutes, 

Governor Stone, of Mississippi, is expected 
to respond to the speech of Governor Gordon, 

The occasion of the excursion is the come 
pletion of the last twenty miles of the Geore 
gia Pacific road, which has now an unbroken 
rail from Atlanta to the Mississippi river. 

This air line weastward opens up to Ate 
Janta the richest territory in the south, part of 
which is the famous Yazoo |delta. The cone 
nections by water at Greenville put Atlanta 
in touch with the whole Mississippi valley, 
and the contact is especially close {with the 
state of Mississippi. 

This connection is made elaborate and far 
reaching by the intersection of the three great. 
north bound railroad lines of that state by the 
Georgia Pacific. These lines are the Louise 
ville, New Orleans and Texas, from New 
Orleans to Memphis; the Illinois Central, 
from New Orleans to Chicago, and the Mobile 
and Ohio, from Mobile to St. Louis.

COLONEL ARNOLD AT EAST POINT. 


He Addresses an Audience and His Speech 
is Well Received. 

Colonel Rube Arnold addressed a large 
audience at East Point schoolhouse last 
night. 

The colonel was introduced ina pleasant 
manner by Mr. Thomas A.@Jackson, an old 
friend. 

Colonel Arnold began his address by ex- 
plaining his candidacy. 

‘Tt was,’’ said he, ‘‘after a careful consider- 
ation of the question based upon the petition 
of many hundred friends that I consented to 
run, and here I am, asking for your suffrage.”’ 

The colonel then referred to rumored com- 
binations among candidates and declared him- 
self entirely outside of any and all combina- 
tions. 

‘T despise,”’ said he, ‘‘any and all combina- 
tions by which the wishes and desires of the 
public may be defeated.” 

He then referred tothe various motives actu- 
ating persons seeking the 011 c2 and law. 

‘‘T am in the race for the honor surrounding 
the position and for the good I hope to accom- 
plish if I am elected.” 

Colonel Arnold declared himself opposed to 
monopolies and combinations of all kinds, say- 
ing that they were opposed to the interest of 
the people. 

“Anything,” said he, ‘calculated in any 
way to lessen competition in any line of busi- 
ness is an evil of the worst sort.” 

The colonel asserted that he wou!d, if elected, 
oppose all monopolies, and that he had fought 
them forthe last ten years. It was the posi- 
tion he had held for ten years, and during that 
time-he had made the best fight he could make 
for the people. 

“The legislation in 


the congress of the 


‘United States,’’ he said, ‘thas been against the 
’ 


farmer and in favor of Wall street.’ 

The speaker here drew a graphic picture of 
the situation, as he conceived it to be. He 
spoke of the scarcity of money in the south 
and the high rate of interest required to se- 
cure a loan by a farmer. He declared that 
the money giving life to the commerce of the 
country was the result of the farmer’s 
and mechanics’s labor, and asserted 
that by legislation money should be made as 
cheap to them as to the Wall street capitalist 
who has. grown fat on the labors of the two 
classes. He compared the valuation of the 
property of the fat men with§the valuation im- 
mediately after the war. 

‘*‘Now,”’ said he, ‘‘he has been industrious 
and economical and still heis no better off 
than he wasthen. All this is due to the legis- 
lation in congress.”’ 

If elected, Colonel! Arnold promised to use his 
influence on the c@ngressional representation 
to have this changed. He asserted that the 
turpentine fields and forests of the south were 
as good as gold, and still they could not pro- 
duce a good loan, because the money was 
locked up in Wall street. 

Lhe colonel then referred to the yalue of 
Atlanta’s property, and the property of Ful- 
ton county and the state. He said that the 
bonds were in demand at three and a half and 
four per cent, and that they were a fine ine- 
vestment at that rate. 

‘“‘Now,’’ said he, “if they are good among 
uorthern capitalists at that rate, why can’t we 
be benefited also? Ifthe banking laws were 
changed you could get money here on your 
lands. Our lands would be a capital here. As 
the banking laws now stand a farmer can’t 
borrow a doilar from the bank on his property. 

Colonel Arnold then followed a loan through 
all its details, showing what expense the far- 
mer was compelled to go to. 

‘‘T should like to see that law changed,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and if elected I shall use my influence 
to have the law changed.”’ 

He then declared that Wall street was able 
at any time to produce a panic, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that the cotton of the south was 
equal to the silver and gold in the Wall street 
vaults. 

The colonel said many things showing the 
ground he would cover in behalfjof the laborer 
and farmer and then presented the seven can- 
didates in the field. He named them oyer 
and as he concluded the remark, said: 

‘*That’s all, I believe.”’ 

“‘One more’ came from a gentleman in the 
audience, ‘‘Taliaferro’s in the race.’’ 

“I named him,” said Colonel Arnold, ‘‘and 
a mighty good man he is,’’ . 

He then stated the order in which the can- 
didates came out, saying: 

“After my announcement, which came only 
after many friends: requested it, Colonel John 
Bb. Goodwin announced himself, and I must 
say that I was surprised when he came out.’’ 
Colonel Arnold spoke at some length on this 
feature. 

Colonel Arnold then urged the farmers to 
listen to no trade and to not go into any combi- 
nation. . 

His speech was a happy ore throughout and 
caught his audience completely.

r Dr. T. O. Powell, superititendent of the state | 
insane asylum at Milledgeville,reached Atlanta 
last evening on his way home from a meeting 
at Niagara, of tle natiomal association of super 
iritendents of inSane asylums. 


noon. 

‘The association,’’ said Dr. Powell last 

evening, ‘‘usually has an attendance of about 
100. at these annual meetings. At 
‘this last meeting all but two or three states in 
the union were represented. Canada was 
represented, too. 
“The meetings are of great interest, pro- 
fessionally at least. The association is about 
forty years old, andin the course of time a 
great deal of valuable literature has been col- 
lected. Papers are read, and everything is 
talked about that concerns the interests of the 
insane. We have papers upon their mora! and 
medical treatment, upon new or peculiar 
phases of insanity, upon the management of 
asylums and hospitals—everything of that 
sort. 

‘One of the greatest evils to be encountered 
in a public institution of that sort is political 
initerference. You can’t learn how to run an 
asylum by reading a book. It’s a matter of 
lifetime study and practice. Youcan readily 
see how disastrous it would be if the office 
were changed with every change in politics. 
That is one thing that ought to be kept alto- 
gether out of politics. In Canada the terms of 
office are unlimited, being held during good 
behavior, and that’s what ought to be done in 
this country. 

“T find that the standard of the south- 
ern asylums is high. Most of 
them, like Georgia, are rather 
cramped for money, but in all other respects 
they are fully the equals of the northern insti- 
tutions. Our asylum at Milledgeville isn’t 
surpassed by any of them in non-restraint. We 
haven’t a crib bedsteadjin the asylum, and 
don’t use any mechanical restraints. 

‘‘Next year the association meets at Wash- 
ington, D.C. This selection was made be- 
cause the American Medical association meets 
there about the same time, and delegates to 
our association can have the benefit of attend- 
ing both meetings,” .

The Pay on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
NEW YORK, July 7.—Wall street today gave no 
evidence that there is any more bullish feeling on 
the street than there was last week, and the apathy 
and stagnation which prevailed -so long were, if 
anything, intensified today, with limited business 
and insignificant fluctuations. The inexplicable 
bank statement of Saturday may have had some- 
thing todo with the continuance of this state of 
firs, as it gave no hope of a more plentiful sup- 
ply of money, and operators fora rise were still 
inclined to await that of next Saturday, which 
will, in all probability, make the monctary situa- 
tion alittle clearer. The talk of the street, es- 
pecially in bear quirters, 18 principally of the rail- 
roatl sitnation, and conservative operators are in- 
clined to regard it at present as a key tothe situ- 
ation. A settlement of the difficulties is now ex- 
pected to result in a more active and higher mar- 
ket for securities, while should nothing be done 
the probability is that the present state of apathy 
and duijness will be further continued, For the 
time being the speculative situation remains 
without change, and holders of stocks show no 
dispo ition to part with their property at ruling 
rates, while shorts are afraid to increase their 
present lines, hoping for some sort of disaster 
which will start a seiling movement among tongs 
and so help them to recoup their contracts. To- 
day’s dealings were almost entirely barren of 
feature. and while there seemed to be still some 
interest in New England and St. Pauland Atchi- 
fon, St. Paul was the only one in which there was 
any important movement during the day. Con- 
siderable pressure of short stocks in the forenoon 
resulted in a decline of 14 per cent, based upon 
the late unfavorable reports of earnings, with the 
expectation that the same will continue for a 
time and allow ashort turn on the short side. 
Sugar Refineries also made a rather sharp decline 
of 154 per cent, but recovered the loss later in the 
day. New England was a leader of the market in 
the early trading and displayed some strength, 
which, however, disappeared when the weakness 
of the general list became more pronounced, The 
pears and Chicago people felt the market by a 
pressure upon Grangers, and St. Paul and 
Rock Isiand were specially weak throughout 
the day, not rallying with the remainder of the 
list.
